2- Guilty of nonfeasance in of­ 
fice. 
3. Guilty of malfeasance in of­ 
fice. 
4. Accepted a $50 bribe from a, 
state dry agent. 
5. Failed to enforce the dry laws. 
6- Knowingly permitted rum-run­ 
ning through Dover. 
7. Was involved in rum running. 
Groh has made a sweeping denial 
of the charges. He was arrested in 
Dover last week after a state dry 
agent, posing as a rum runner, 
claimed he paid Groh $50 for “pre­ 
lection.” 
The mayor has been arrested 
and is at liberty under $10,000 bond 
pending action by*the grand jury. 
Mayor Groh recently led a cru­

Dover, and in the past he has been 
known as the nemesis of drunkards 
and bootleggers. 
Commissioner Beetham said h“ 
not only has evidence that Mayor 
Groh accepted a bribe but that he

the house, charged that “a most 
vicious lobby", has been opposing 
the bill "under co v er’ and aud re­ 
sorted to deceptive propaganda in 
an attempt 
to deceive

concerning the merits of the meas­ 
ure. 
He warned that, to prevent any 
“innocent or willful attempt” 
to 
kill the bill by amendments, lie 
would demand a roll call vote on 
every amendment offered. 
His warning was either uncalled 
for or else was completely effec­ 
tive, for not a single amendment 
was submitted, not a word was 
said against the bill, and every 
member voted "yes.”

MEASURES STARTED 
THROUGH ASSEMBLY 


Highway Bill And Elec­ 
tion 
Laws 
Get 
Approval 


COLUMBUS, O., March 28.— Two 
more 
administration 
measures, 
backed by Governor Cooper, were 
well on their way today to being 
enacted into law. 
The 
Norton 
highway bill 
was 
passed by the house and the Her- 
bert-Martin election law recodifica­ 
tion was approved by the senate. 
The highway measure now goes 
to tne senate and the election re- 
codification bill to the house. 
Incorporated in the Norton bill 
is a provision carrying out iii ef­ 
fect 
the 
governor s 
pre-election 
pledge 
to 
abolish 
assessments 
against abutting property for the 
construction of state highways- 
Chief provisions in the bill are: 
1. Abolishes present assessment 
of live to ten per cent upon abutt­ 
ing property tor state highways, 
except for roads wider than twenty 
feet when the county co-operates 
in the cost; and except to coun­ 
ties with tax duplicates in excess 
of $30u,uu0,000, when these coun­ 
ties co-operate with the state in 
constructing any slate highway. 
2. Makes the Ohio laws comply 
with iederal requirements in order 
that the state may continue to re­ 
ceive iederal aid money for high­ 
ways. 
3. Provides for the procedure ic 
be followed by the highway depart­ 
ment in making purchases, in or­ 
der to safeguard against fraud or 
other irregularities. 
4. 
Makes 
state 
routes 
within 
municipalities definitely a part of 
the 
state 
highway 
system, 
and 
gives the highway director author­ 
ity 
to maintain such 
extensions 
through 
municipalities 
"iff1 
tho 
consent of the local authorities- 
5. Provides for regional highway 
construction programs, permitting 
adjoining counties to co-operate in 
constructing j^ h w a y s benefitting 
one or more counties. 
Rep. Lawrence H. Norton, Cleve­ 
land, author of the bill, told the 
house the measure has the approv­ 
al of Governor Cooper, Highway 
Director Robert N. Waid and for­ 
mer Director Harry J. Kirk. 
Rep. Ray C. Carpenter of Seneca 
County, 
assailed 
the 
provision 
which, in effect, docs away with 
assessm ents 
against 
property 
owners along state highways. 
“Rural residents living two miles 
off main highways can be assessed 
up to Jo per cent of the cost of 
roads by their property,” he said. 
“Why riot relieve them of payin g 
for roads, as well as those persons 
living along state highways? 
The 
man on the state highway should 
certainly pay as much for the same 
privilege and the same right as 
the farmer back off this highway. 
Why not treat everybody alike?” 
Carpenter 
offered 
an 
amend­ 
ment to retain the present five to 
ten per cent assessment against 
abutting property in all cases, for 
construction of state roads, but it 
was voted down. 
The house likewise voted down 
amendments 
submitted 
by 
Rep. 
Gilbert 
Morgan. 
Cleveland, 
to 
strike out the sections authorizing 
inter-county co-operation on region­ 
al construction projects. 
The Herbert-Martin election bill, 
as approved by the senate, provides 
for 
optional 
permanent 
registra­ 
tion of voters in cities of 16,000 
population or more, which are per­ 
mitted to require quadrennial reg­ 
istration at their own expense. It 
'provides for a recount of votes in 
contested 
primaries 
and 
general 
elections, gives the secretary of 
state greater power to combat elec­ 
tion frauds, and would combine 
the 
presidential 
and 
state 
pri­ 
mary 
elections 
in 
presidential 
years. Tt proposes also to permit 
political subdivisions to install vot­ 
i n g machines at their own expense.

GRAF ZEPPELIN IS 
BAGK IN GERMANY 


FRI EDRICH SH AFE N, 
Germany, 
March 28.—The dirigible Graf Zep­ 
pelin ended its 5,000-mile trip to 
Palestine and return here today. 
The dirigible, which carried a 
crew of forty men and twenty-five 
passengers, 
left 
Friedrichshafen 
shortly after midnight Sunday. 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, who piloted 
the Graf Zeppelin on its trip to 
America and return last year, was 
in command- The dirigible followed 
a winding course from France, out 
over the Mediterranean to Roma 
and Naples and thence to Jeru­ 
salem. 
It hovered overt'the holy land for 
a number of hours, before striking 
back by way of Athens, Vienna and 
Munich.

CAFONE TRIPPED BY 
WOMAN: FACES JAIL 
TERM FOR CONTEMPT 


Racketeer 
F r e e 
On 
Bond; Is Second Ar­ 
rest For Him 


CHICAGO, March 28.—Accused 
■at one time or another of most of 
Chicago’s 
racketeering 
crimes, 
“Scarface Al” Capone has been ar­ 
rested for a second time—on this 
occasion for contempt of federal 
court. 
The many accusations flung at 
him 
by 
police^ state’s 
attorneys 
and the government have ranged 
from garden variety bootlegging to 
instigating the St. Valentine’s Day 
massacre but the beer baron, vice 
king 
and 
gambling 
monarch 
al­ 
ways before—with one exception— 
sidestepped actual arrest. 
The other time 
federal 
liquor 
charges were dismissed for lack of 
evidence. 
It remained for a woman to lay 
the trap that enmeshed the elusive 
but ever present racketeer. 
The 
woman 
was 
Mrs. 
Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, assistant at­ 
torney general, who doubted that 
Capitle actually was afflicted with 
pneumonia in his Florida retreat 
as his attorneys contended wflien 
they asked a delay in his appear­ 
ance here before a grand jury.

and 
hard worked 
attorneys pre­ 
sented affidavits signed by Miami, 
Fla. doctors that the gangster had 
pneumonia, Mrs. Willebrandt sent 
investigators to the southern city 
and found, as revealed by news­ 
paper pictures, that Capone was 
spending his time swimming and 
wagering his racket dollars on dog 
races.

and Capone posted $5,000 bond to 
go back to his hotel suite of a doz­ 
en rooms or so. If the charges are 
proved Capone faces a jail term 
of one year plus a $1,000 fine.
